Business was practically suspended 
while the entire population paid trib ­ 
ute to tile memory of the victims, and 
while officials started an investiga­ 
tion in an effort to fix responsibility 
for tile explosion. 
Seven year old Lester Grove lay 
on a bed, his eyes blown out and ears 
torn off, expecting to die momentarily 
It was L ester’s nine year old broth­ 
er Raymond, who found the can boat­ 
ing down the creek which courses 
about f*0 feet from the school building 
He fished the can out of the water and 
tossed it to a companion. 
The can was empty and 
to 
the 
youngsters enjoying their noon recess 
it looked like a source of pleasure, 
so the companion 
grabbed 
it and 
struck it with a ham m er. 
It was a 
nitro-glycerine can and enough ex­ 
plosive clinging lo the sides to cause 
a terrific blast. 
Some of the boys were blown to hits 
and pieces of clothing and flesh were 
in trees one hundred yards away. 
The teacher, Em m ett Buyon, saw 
w hat the boys were doing and ran 
c alling to them to throw the can away 
He was near the boys when the ham ­ 
m er came down. 
He was blown sev­ 
eral feet and his lifeless body was 
found in a sitting posture resting 
against the trunk of a tree as though 
he was in a peaceful sleep. 
Six of 
the boys were killed Instantly and the 
other two died enroute to a hospital. 
Nitro glycerine is used in shooting 
the oil wells around here. 
It is pre 
sumed some oil prospector 
emptied 
the contents of the c an into a well and 
tossed it away and tha' high water 
carried it clown the stream .
